“The Shot” would be the Depo- 
provera shot, a progestin only drug 
used to suppress menstruation and 
ovulation. Fertility Awareness Meth- 
ods (FAM) range in effectiveness 
from 84 per cent to 99.6 per cent 
depending on perfect use and 
whether or not the woman learned 
from someone trained in teaching 
FAM. Effectiveness rises with accu- 
rate instruction and regular fol- 
lowup support by a trained instruc- 
tor. The 75 per cent that Ms. Brun- 
schot quoted would be true for the 
obsolete calendar rhythm method or 
the withdrawal method. The Birth 
Control Clinic in Edmonton has 
been given literature about FAM by 
Justisse so they should have known 
these statistics—it is unfortunate that 
they are not providing accurate and 
up-to-date information.

of people follow them anyway. 

MN: Because it was a lie.... I'm just as 
much against pollution as you are, 
but until you have a bylaw team 
that’s ready to enforce an idling 
bylaw, that is just process.

When I sit down with guys like 
Charlie Richmond from the Sierra 
Club, we agree very quickly that 
NGOs and other organizations have 
alot more to contribute in terms of 
their expertise. 
SEE: Many of the votes at city coun- 
cil are unanimous. Are debates hap- 
pening privately between councillors 
or at committee meetings? 
MN: It is a combination of those 
things. They’ve gone though commit- 
tee, so it’s been vetted though at least 
four councillors. Depending on the 
issue, you'll get some cracks. But 
you're right: there has been a lot of 
council harmony over the past three 
years. Except for Mike, because Mike 
has some very serious problems with 
what we are doing. I'm certainly not 
the most loved person around here... 
SEE: What are the big challenges for 
the next council? 
MN: 1 think this council runs the risk 
of not getting things done because of 
inflation. So the failed and broken 
promises syndrome is what this next 
council faces... This boom risks jeop- 
ardizing the soul of this community. 
That's what's on trial, and that’s 
what's at stake over the next four 
years. Panhandling, litter, potholes, 
rising crime, these are all classic big- 
city urban decay issues. With big city 
problems, you have to put your big 
city hat on.

TO P3 OR NOT TO P3 

THE GOVERNMENT SAYS THEY SAVE 
taxpayer money, but critics allege 
that public-private partnerships are 
a fraud—and are being foisted on 
Albertans without debate. 

“Tt seems like P3s have basically 
become government policy,” says 
Edmonton NDP MLA Ray Martin, 
“even though we haven't had a 
proper debate about it. 

Under the P3 model, the govern- 
ment hires one contractor to design 
and build an entire project—the case 
currently in question is the North 
Edmonton Ring Road, which will 
tun from Yellowhead Trail to Man- 
ning Drive Freeway, and will 
include over 21 kilometres of road 
and 27 bridges. The government 
then pays for the project over a fixed 
term (a similar project begun last 
year in Calgary will be paid for over 
30 years). 

By comparison, a traditionally 
financed project is paid for upfront, 
and is often built by several contrac- 
tors who bid on separate portions of 
it. 

“The history of P3s is abysmal,” 
says Martin. “When it’s a profit 
motive, you're going to try and cut 
corners as much as you can, and 
they don’t talk about that.” 

Martin points to a P3 project in 
Nova Scotia several years ago, in 
which the province's Liberal govern- 
ment promised to build 55 P3 
schools. After years of complaints 
about poor workmanship and cost 
overruns, the project was canceled 
by the province's succeeding Con- 
servative government. 

Alberta Infrastructure and Trans- 
portation spokesman Jerry Belikka 
defends the program, saying that 
opponents misunderstand the 
process. “There's a perception out 
there that the government has a 
bunch of its own bulldozers and 
crews that it uses when it builds its 
own projects,” he says, “but whether 
we do it through a P3 or not, the pri- 
vate sector still builds the road. [The 
difference is that] the P3 model is a 
little like a rent-to-own program... 











At the end of the period, the taxpay- 
ers get back a road that’s been main 
tained for 30 years, at the company’s 
cost.” 

“That's ludicrous,” counters Mar- 
tin. “[The contractors] are doing the 
same cost projection, probably more 
efficiently than the government.. 
and you can bet that these guys will 
be coming back for more money if 
they lowball a bid.”

THE RETURN OF GREENPEACE 
GREENPEACE FUNDRAISERS MAY BE 
ubiquitous on Whyte Ave., but the 
environmental crusaders haven't 
had a permanent office in Alberta for 
well over 10 years. 

That will change on Thursday, 
August 2 when the environmental 
group opens its only Alberta office 
in Edmonton. 

“It's a non-profit group, so fund- 
ing has to be directed to where it’s 
going to be the most helpful at the 
time,” says Geeta Sehgal, who is the 
group’s new Tar Sands campaign 
organizer. 

The group aims to halt oilsands 
development, which they have 
dubbed “Canada’s global warming 
disaster.” Greenpeace will work 
with local groups like the Sierra 
Club and Toxics Watch Alberta in 
lobbying the provincial government 
and informing citizens of the envi- 
ronmental and health impacts of the 
oilsands projects. According to the 
organization, the province, which is 
home to only 10 per cent of Canada’s 
population, emits 40 per cent of the 
country’s greenhouse gases. 

Greenpeace currently has offices

same day, the Jewish mouthpiece 
organization had urged the federal 
Liberals to withdraw their chosen 
candidate, political scientist and for- 
mer journalist Jocelyn Coulon, from 
the byelection in the Montreal Out- 
rement riding. This demand, accord- 
ing to their press release, came “in 
light of the candidate's well docu- 
mented anti-Israel bias.” 

The charge is ridiculous. Coulon 
has always been clear that he sup- 
ports Israel and defends absolutely 
its right to exist, but he refers to their 
occupation of Palestinian territory 
He denounced the Hamas govern- 
ment as terrorists, branding their 
attitudes toward Israel as “repug- 
nant,” but in acknowledging the

quite, because if you're going to live 
in the world, you might as well try 
and give it an honest effort, which 
means that from time to time, you 
are going to encounter people, ideas, 
and behaviours that you are not 
down with.

tion for the behaviour that precipi- 
tated it—but it should be quite unac- 
ceptable to the people or nations that 
value reason as a primary tool for 
finding their way in the world 

Engaging in a dialogue with one’s 
adversaries, however, allows for a 
clearing of the air—misunderstand- 
ings can be nipped in the bud, dis- 
agreements managed, disapproval 
expressed in a controlled fashion. In 
the end, conflicts will be resolved, 
long-term solutions devised. Every- 
body wins, yes? Good.

“The idea is to host a party that 
focuses on making art,” says 
Edmonton artist and event orga- 
nizer Tim Rechner. “The 
marathon part comes in when you 
push it past normal time limits. 
The idea is that people drop in 
and stay for a few hours.” Rechn- 
er does admit that a few diehards 
always try to pull the all-nighter, 
like they might have done in art 


ground. Documentaries, feature 
films, mainstream, satire, under- 
ground short films, political dia- 
tribe... LGBTQ filmmakers have put 
out an astonishingly diverse assort- 
ment of movies. Focusing mostly on 
English-language films, Hays inter- 
viewed 33 filmmakers who identify 
as gay or lesbian (only one bisexual 
in the group and no transgendered 
people at all) about their films, their 
lives, and how their sexuality has 
impacted their work. 

Inan era when straight director 
Ang Lee can have huge success with 
the very queer Mountain, 
these are interesting questions to be 
asking. Just what does it mean to be 
a gay or lesbian filmmaker, and is 
there such a thing as a “very queer” 
film? 

Beginning each chapter (each one 
dedicated wa filmmaker or team of 
filmmakers) with a short biographi- 


* cal preface, Hays reproduces his 


interviews verbatim—and if there's 
anything more boring than talking 
head documentaries, it’s talking- 
head nonfiction books. And while 
some filmmakers give great inter- 


school. 

But what about “artists” such as 
myself who are hard-pressed to 
even draw a stick figure in a hang- 
man game? Are we welcome? 
Absolutely, says Rechner. “Some 
people come just to socialize, not 
even to draw. And everyone is 
free to experiment. There’s no 
pressure.” 

Rechner seems particularly fond 
of the early hours, when a lot of 
families drop by to share in the 
experience. “Collaborating with 
children is great,” he says. “They 


have such a free approach to mak 
ing art.” You might say that for a 
day, Latitude 53 becomes the 
city’s biggest fridge 

“We make it accessible to fami- 
lies,” Rechner says, “but then later 
on it metamorphoses into a more 
adult party.” Yes, that means 
licensed liquid libations. And no 
one will mind if you can’t draw a 
straight line by the end of the 
night. Even if you bring a ruler, 
this is a “no rules” kind of art 
party 

And it’s the atmosphere that 
makes this event special. It’s an 
exhibition like no other. No 
snooty critics dressed all in black, 
and no uptight artists with dollar 
signs in their pinched eyes. “Peo- 
ple can work by themselves, or 
work on big collaborative pro- 
jects,” Rechner explains. “Making 
visual art can be such an isolated 
activity. It’s usually just an artist 
alone in the studio.” 

As he talks about the Draw-a- 
Thon, Rechner becomes as ani- 
mated as the pictures on the wall 
“Our is to bring social interaction 
to the art-making process. That 
means talking, sharing ideas, 
being affected by what your 
neighbour is doing.” With that 
kind of energy and teamwork 
Van Gogh might not have cut off 
his ear 

When the event is over, partici- 
pants can donate their magnum 
opera (don’t look at me that 
way—opera really is the plural of 
opus) to two large-scale exhibi- 
tions, one at Latitude 53 in 
August, and the other at the Art 
Gallery of Alberta, whose “Col- 
lage-a-Thon” goes on display in 
September. 

The generosity of the organizers 
is overwhelming, even by the 
usual high standards of Edmon- 
ton largesse. “It’s really important 
to us to keep it as a free event, so 
we have to get creative as to how 


to pay for it.” With sponsorship 
from The Works Festival and The 
Paint Spot, and a handful of other 
openhanded suppliers, marathon 
ers can go all night long without 
ever using the same pencil twice 
If the free food and drinks weren't 
enough of an incentive, partici- 
pants also get coupons so they can 
stock up on future art supplies

RATS: THE FACTS 
You Know Nothing... Nothing!

When we use the all-purpose term “rat” to define those crea- 
fures most afeared by Western cultures, we're actually talking 
about the hest-known of some 50 different species. This particu- 
lar character goes by many names: the brown rat, the wharf rat, 
the Norway rat, and, most taxonomically accurate, Rattus nor- 
vegicus, so named because the fellow who so anointed them, an 
Englishman of Dutch descent named John Berkenhout, assumed 
they entered the U.K. via Norwegian ships. (Since then, Danish 
vessels have been fingered as the more likely culprits.) 
According to the Department of Agriculture, these highly 
odatople creatures: 

— Do not hibernate 

— Reproduce os early as six fo eight weeks of age

accompanied the deep, clearly audible 
exhalation of air that Rob Pulyk just 
released from his lungs. 

For one thing, you can't read his face for 
signs of distress or exasperation: he’s talking 
on a cell phone while trucking somewhere 
along the vast territory he patrols on the 
south-east edge of the province. 

Anyway, it sure doesn't sound like a happy 
noise—kind of a cross between a world-weary 
sigh and that last gasp of patience someone 
makes when they’ve hit their irritation-con- 
tainment threshold. 

Which is too bad, as this baneful breath 
comes as a response to the question, “Do you 
like your job?” 

There's a long pause as this discharge of 
CO? circulates around the cab of his vehicle. 
Then, having collected his thoughts, he adds, 
not altogether unconvincingly, “It’s interest- 
ing meeting with the people, yeah.” 

Maybe he’s just tired from being on the 
road. 

If he is indeed disdainful of his current lot 
in life, he shouldn't be. For you see, Pulyk is 
an emergency first responder of sorts, argu- 
ably as important to the well-being of the 
citizens and economy of this province as any 
cop; but if he is feeling a little low adjusting 
to his latest role in his 25-year tenure as an 
employee with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, well, that’s understandable too. 

You see, when and if needed, Pulyk’s duties 
include standing on guard with a shovel and 
whacking stray rats until they go splat. 


| t's difficult to say exactly what emotion 


KILL AT WILL 
Perhaps if we're to truly appreciate what 


Pulyk and his colleagues do for us, we'll need 
a bit more context. Consider the Chinese, 
for example: this summer, out of necessity, 
they've had to adjust their culinary palettes 
for a new, er, delicacy: fried rat (or fricasseed 
depending on the chef, I guess). In June, 
thanks to seasonal flooding of the Yangtze 
River exacerbated by the controversial Three 
Gorges Dam, and the subsequent exodus of 
snakes and other predators to higher ground, 
residents along Dongting Lake faced an eco- 
disaster of biblical proportions: a plague of 
some two billion rats. And, as an old maxim 
goes, with a bit of a twist, if you can’t beat 
‘em, eat 'em—which is exactly what's going 
down, so to speak, in that country. 

Of course, that’s a pretty extreme example 
of the recent activities of man’s worst friend, 


* the little critter also responsible for helping 


wipe out three-quarters of Europe’s popula- 
tion in the Middle Ages when it acted as an 
effective transport for the bubonic plague. * 
The fact is though, everywhere on Earth, 
you'll find humans engaged in a futile battle 
against these highly-adaptable creatures—ev- 
erywhere, that is, except for the Arctic, the 
Antarctic, a few regulated zones in New 
Zealand, and Alberta. 

“They're baited, poisoned, clubbed, and 
gone and then we wait for another sighting 
or infestation. We've been killing rats for 
more than 50 years, and we've got it down 
to where infestations are very rare,” says 
Phil Merrill, an inspector with the province's 
regulatory services, explaining Alberta's zero- 
tolerance policy for rats. 

The first vermin settlers arrived in Canada 
around the same time as their European 
counterparts touched down (around 1775), 
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progressing along the country as we did (rats 
jive on human food sources: where there are 
no people there are no rats), moving inland 
at the rate of anywhere from three to fifteen 
miles a year. By the '20s, they made it to Sas- 
katchewan, fanning out across that province 
until they reached the Alberta border in 1949. 
But we were ready, setting up a rat-control 
zone 18 miles wide from the Saskatchewan 
border inward, running from Cold Lake to 
the Montana border. The mountains to the 
west, the boreal forest to the north, and the 
Montana plains to the south provide natural 
protection from rats in the rest of Alberta. It's 
where officers like Pulyk have been standing 
guard ever since, ensuring a virtually rat-free 
province. 


=~ 


They've done such an effective job, in fact, 
that some Albertans don’t even know we don't 
have rats. Take this exchange on a popular 
Internet question-and-answer board for 
instance: 

Cyanandhobbes: | grew up in Edmonton, 
Alberta. Why have I never seen a rat here? 

Iceni: You're not looking in the right place. 
Try going to an older cattle farm with a barn. 
I'm sure the owner will be able to find a few 
for you, especially in winter. 

Auralsects69: Wild rats may be shy, but 
city rats ain’t. It may be because of the cold. 

Dood: “thats [sic] wierd [ditto] cause ed- 
monton is a dirty place. 

Funny stuff, but actually Iceni isn't too far 
off the mark. If you are going to see a rat in 
Alberta, a farm is the most likely place to find 
evidence—although you'd have better luck in 
a granaries or hay bales. Even then, though, 
chances are you'll come up empty handed. 
Maybe. Between the start of the province's 
rat-control program and 2003, there were 
reported rat infestations on farms along the 
Saskatchewan border every year, albeit with 
fewer and fewer of the creatures each time. 
Then, we were, for all intents and purposes, 
completely rat-free—until the beginning of this 
summer, that is. 

“For a few years we weren't ae any, 
and then we found the one in the spring in 
Sibbald, and it was by a pest-control officer 
randomly checking the [hay] stacks and he 
found rats there,” says Merrill of a recent

ee there's plenty to go round 
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infestation on an Alberta farm a few miles 
from Saskatchewan. “We checked back and 
we found that the person that had rats had 
complained of a rat in his yard a few months 
earlier, and it had been checked out by munici 
pal personnel and they didn't find the rats, but 
our officer did.” 

And that officer was Pulyk; he recalls: 
“There was a series of round bales and square 
bales, and | was walking around and just 
checking them and I saw a series of holes 
spaced out about a foot apart, which is quite 
unusual—usually you don’t see anything. But 
there were holes right underneath the bales 
going into the ground, and there were a couple 
of areas that had rat scat outside, so I collected 
that scat, took some pictures. 

“It was pretty suspicious. | took the pictures 
and emailed them to Phil.” 

The rats had come back. 


THE RAT PACK 
“My last job told me | couldn't carry guns 
anymore; this one told me I had to,” enthuses 
we Long, a pest-control officer with the 
county of Provost. Long used to be 


myriad of other tasks to attend to (Long, for 
instance, assumes duties in water treatment 
and takes care of other animal-related com 
plaints, such as beavers and skunks) 

But, when they're guarding the border, their 
job really entails endless driving and exhaus- 
tive searching, usually (and thankfully for us) 
with nary a rat in sight 

Gabrielson reckons he clocks up to 50,000 
clicks a year while checking “every grain bin 
and every bale stack in about 1400 different 
stops.” Along the way, like all the other offi- 
cers, he also distributes anti-coagulant poisons 
to the farmers, which come in different forms 
an oatmeal-like feed, parafinized bait blocks, 
and a water-soluble powder. If placed effec- 
tively, in a pipe of a-covered tire, it doesn't 
pose much of a threat to other wildlife or 
livestock. Gabrieson estimates that he dropped 
off 14,000 units of bait last year alone. 

For his part, Long says he has between 1000 
and 1300 checkpoints per annum; in that time 
the number of rats he’s seen in his jurisdiction 
comes to... zero; Gabrielson says he’s encoun- 
tered five to six thousand—on the Saskatch 
ewan side of the border.

ON GUARD FOR THEE 

Okay, so that isn't a hell of lot, especially 
compared to what people in other parts of the 
world have to deal with. But that’s the point 
According to Phil Merrill, Alberta spends a 
tenth of what Saskatchewan does on rat-con 
trol—and if guys like Pulyk, Gabrielson, and 
Long weren't spending long days along the 
provincial border, we'd be telling a very differ- 
ent tale 

“The rat infestation in Sibbald... We don’t 
know, but we assume they made it over last 
fall sometime, by the winter a rat showed up 
at the farmer's house, and by the spring we 
killed 164 critters. They reproduce exponen- 
tially from there. Once they get started, they 
explode.” 

Merrill explains that rats have a mere 28-day 
gestation period, and they can reproduce every 
three months or so. And, as these creatures 
have no taboos about incest, taking inter-litter 
breeding into account equals... a lot of god- 
damn rats.

employed in the oil patch, until their Big- 
Brotherly ways became to much for him and 
his itchy trigger finger to bear. 

“T used to shoot trap—clay pigeons—after 
work all the time, and they told me I wasn't 
allowed to take the company truck over there 
anymore. So, I found a different job.” 

Long joined the rat patrol a year ago, Rob 
Gabrielson four years prior, guarding the prov- 
ince against rats in Provost and Wainwright 
counties, respectively. Unlike Pulyk, who 
looks after what are known as Special Areas 3 
and 4, which begin south of Provost and end 
north of Acadia, these two aren't employed by 
the government directly—the province con- 
tracts the work out to the counties who hire 
officers for their regions. 

Unfortunately for Long, and to a lesser 
extent Gabrielson (he doesn’t exhibit the same 
proclivity for firearms), that means coming 
to terms with the flip side of a soldier's life on 
the front lines: lots of watching and waiting 
with not much action. 

“It's monotonous when you're not finding 
nothing, but it's a job that has to be done. You 
get to visit with the farmers, too, so it's not all 
bad,” says Gabrielson. 

As such, when they're not monitoring for 
rats in the spring and the fall, they have a

That all changed in May, though, when they 
were called down to deal with the largest infes- 
tation of rats in Alberta in years—the farm in 
Sibbald where Pulyk first noticed the rat holes. 

All told, about 15 individuals, includ- 
ing farmer volunteers and provincial and 
municipal pest-control officers, converged on 
the property to deal with the scourge. After 
removing the bales of hay with tractors, those 
armed with 4-10 shotguns (Long, among 
them, naturally) opened fire while other of- 
ficers set up a perimeter to deal with escapees. 
(That's where Pulyk and his shovel came in.) 

And, on that day, all those days of watching, 
waiting, and baiting came to a head in cloud of 
cordite and rodent brains. 

“It was good to see everyone together and 
watch the whole process. !mean,Ihadn’t 
seen:the process of actually eradicating them — 
before,” says Pulyk, mustering some actual ~ 
enthusiasm. “We work with producers in the 
But sometimes the bait doesn't work, eh?”

I don't 
think we could control them.” 
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A SMALL BUT IMPORTANT ENDING 
in rock history occurred this June 
when guitarist Richard Lloyd 
announced he was leaving Televi- 
sion, the influential New York 
band that grew out of that city’s 
early punk milieu but never quite 
fit in with it. 

“Yeah, it was sad, but maybe 
for the best,” says Lloyd over the 
phone from his New York resi- 
dence. As co-lead guitarist with 
songwriter Tom Verlaine, Lloyd 
was important in defining the sil- 
very, intricate dual guitar sound 
that made Television such an 
influence on later bands. 

“If they want to, they can go 
ahead and continue with [replace- 
ment guitarist] Jimmy Ripp. Per- 
sonally I can’t sit around waiting 
another eight years and talk about 
recording while Tom goes and 
does solo albums or plays with 
Patti Smith. It’s like sitting around 
waiting for a bad girlfriend,” he 
jokes. “I mean, I love Tom, don’t 
get me wrong—the guy has a 
great sense of humour—but it’s 
time to move on.” 

The 56-year-old Lloyd has 
never seemed like the kind of per- 
son to wait around. After Verlaine 
pulled the plug on Television for 
the first time in 1978, Lloyd quick- 
ly moved on to solo outings and 
work as a sought-after sideman 
with musicians like John Doe and 
Matthew Sweet (most famously 
on his Girlfriend album). 

Television reformed in 1992, but 
Lloyd has kept his thumbs in 
many pies anyway. More recently, 
the guitarist popped up as a foot- 
note to the release of Wilco’s 
newest album, Sky Blue Sky, after 
it was revealed that frontman Jeff 
Tweedy had taken a few guitar 
lessons from Lloyd—the sessions 
had been a gift from Tweedy’s 
wife. 

More than a few critics and fans 
have noted a very Television-like 
influence in the extended, fili- 
greed interplay between Tweedy 
and lead guitarist Nels Cline on 
songs like “Impossible Germany.” 

“Yeah, I got to know all the 
Wilco guys a long time ago when 
they used to open for Matthew 
Sweet,” Lloyd says. “Jeff is his

HE COMPOSITIONS THAT VOCALIST 
ambrosia Parsley selected to appear 
on Shivaree's latest CD, Tainted Love: 
Mating Calls and Fight Songs, were

‘IT’S TEXAS BLOOD MONEY 3.0, I GUESS,” 

quips guitarist Ryan Ramsdell, refer- 
ring to the many incarnations his 
Edmonton hard-rock quartet have 
undergone in their eight-year histo- 
rv. 

Currently working with singer #3, 
Will Ewart, the band (which takes 
their Cap’n Crunch cues of heavy 
riffage from the likes of Tool and 
Led Zeppelin), figure this lineup just 
might be the one to put them over 
the top and allow them to quit their 
day gigs. (Ramsdell and Ewart work 
in the concrete biz, bassist Aaron 
Henke is an electrician, and drum- 
mer Aaron Tupper is a classics 
major.)

But at the same time, Ramsdell 
admits that the passage of time and 
the encroachment of the day-to-day 
responsibilities that come with 
adulthood, they're keeping their 
expectations in check. “I remember 
when we got our last singer, and we 
thought, ‘Man, we could be onto 
something good.’ And then things 
slowly started going downhill. 
When we first started, our name 
really stuck around town—it was 
great. But then things didn’t work 
out, for whatever reason. So, yeah, 
there’s been some... I don’t want to 
say reality checks, but you think 
everything is going to work out...” 
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MONEY CHANGES EVERYTHING ...but Texas Blood Money plans to stick 
with their current lineup for the foreseeable future 


And then it’s on the next singer. 
Nonetheless, Ramsdell thinks that 
Ewart’s more refined approach (“a 
lot of singing and not too much 
screaming” is how Ramsdell defines 
it) just might be their ticket to more 
radio play. In fact, tracks from their 
new EP, Fight Your Delusions (a play 
on Guns N’ Roses’ Use Your IIlusion, 
not a commentary on their career 
aspirations) have already been 
added to a handful of stations across 
the country. 

Also helping their chances of 
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grabbing the brass ring: some pro- 
production by Phil Anderson of 
Edmonton’s Powersound Studios 
and mastering by Nick Balogna of 
Toronto's Metalworks. “He just has 
a way of pushing you and pushing 
you,” Ramsdell says, “and when it 
comes to metronomes and pitches 
and just sitting you down [and say 
ing], ‘Okay, what is this song about? 
Okay, this is good, but this part her. 
does it need to be here? Why don’t 
we try eliminating this part or 
extending that part?’ Phil is a perfec 
tionist. I mean, I remember going in 
years ago thinking Phil's going to 
love this and he tore our set apart 
He said, ‘It’s like we're going on a 
trip to Calgary and by Red Deer 
three people have had to get outsic 
and take a piss.’ Phil is brutally hon 
est, and we love him for that.” 

And so, even with a dose of reali- 
ty, Texas Blood Money are prepping 
for another big “push,” trying to set 
up a cross-Canada tour, with “pro- 
fessional bands” in the “right kinds 
of venues. But, if that doesn’t work 
well, it’s not like the band hasn't 
been in this spot before. And their 
acceptance of that fact is something 
that Ramsdell says has helped keep 
the band together. 

“The fads, we've seen them come 
and go. Has it helped us with our 
longevity? Id say that it has. We all 
come from homes where our parents 
raised us to do what we want to do 
When it comes to actual cliques, 
we've never been a part of that. One 
of the most important things is stay- 
ing true to yourself and doing things 
that make you happy. People can 
love it or hate it. If you're a Texas 
Blood Money fan, thank you very 
much. I appreciate it. But if you're 
not, that’s cool too.”

Darrek Anderson sings the breakup blues 


New guy no longer

WHEN YOU’RE THE NEW KID IN 
town, life can be depressing. 

Having no friends, not knowing 
where to find a date, being unable 
to understand your co-workers’ 
inside jokes, constantly getting 
lost amidst confusing one-way 
streets and grungy back alleys—it 
sucks. That’s how Americana/ 
country artist Darrek Anderson 
felt seven years ago when he first 
arrived in Edmonton—that is, 
until Edmonton’s music scene 
reached out its hand. 

“T went to the Black Dog one 
night without really knowing the 
town at all,” Anderson says. “I 
didn’t even know anyone at the 
time. All night long, the music 
was great. I hadn't been to a town 
that was so into the alt-country 
genre, so that really won me over. 
From all the towns I'd been to, I 
thought it was the coolest thing 
§0ing at the time in Canada.” 

Anderson soon carved out a 
comfortable niche for himself in 
the local alt-country scene: in 
2004, he released a disc called The 
Old Routine, and just this year, 
he's released a follow-up bearing 
the Seussian title The Places You 
Will Go, produced by Canadian 
country artist Roger Marin. 

The timing of the new disc was 
not auspicious. When Marin 
approached him about the possi- 
bility of going into the studio, 
Anderson’s band, the Guaranteed, 
had just split up. Being more of a 


team player than a solo artist, 
Anderson was hesitant to record 
without the sense of community 
that comes with a band. Marin, 
however, offered to supply his 
own rhythm section, and Ander- 
son accepted. 

“At the beginning, when we 
were ready to lay down the writ- 
ten tracks and everything,” 
Anderson says, “I was almost 
going for a live band feel on the 
record. Like a Neil Young/Crazy 
Horse kind of sound. Even though 
I didn’t record with [The Guaran- 
teed], it doesn’t have a solo artist 
feel to it. It definitely has a band 
feel. The drums are loud, the gui- 
tars are loud, and it’s not very 
stripped-down. It’s actually a step 
up from my last record, for sure.” 

Anderson is currently perform- 
ing with a nearly all-new version 
of The Guaranteed (drummer 
Scott Davidchuk is the lone 
holdover from the old days). 
Anderson had pondered the idea 
of changing the band’s name for 
simplicity’s sake, but he’d become 
too attached to it to let it go. 

“The record can be described as 
a breakup album, I guess,” Ander- 
son says. “A lot of artists, actually, 
have put out a record at one point 
or another that have lyrics that 
revolve around relationships or 
breakups. That's kind of what this 
one is for me. There are some 
pretty upbeat songs on the record, 
though, so I don’t want anyone to 
think it’s just a depressing record. 
It’s inspired by all my relation- 
ships, for sure.”

TIM GILBERTSON’S VOICE DOESN'T 
match the baby-faced, shaggy- 
haired, bespectacled artist peering 
out from the photos on his 
MySpace page. Over the phone, 
the 20-year-old Edmonton 
singer/songwriter sounds like a 
mature, full-fledged musician 
with a deep appreciation for the 
vast Canadian landscape inculcat- 
ed during countless national 
tours.

“Generally, when I write a song 
I’ll rewrite it repeatedly over and 
over until I finally think it’s 
good,” he continues. “A lot of 
them were done maybe five times 
over. Every once in a while I’d 
rewrite them. It’s just the way | 
work; I write by myself, so | reall) 
have nothing to work off of or 
anything to help me through it. | 
record it on the computer, listen, 
and redo it.” 

Gilbertson is much more deci- 
sive when it comes to the business 
side of his musical career. As an 
admirer of The Vertical Struts and 
other bands on the Pop Echo labe! 
Gilbertson made Pop Echo his pri 
mary target when it came to send- 
ing out demo tapes. He knew get- 
ting signed by them would be a 
long shot, however, and he braced 
himself for the inevitable rejection 
letter. But the letter never came— 
instead, Pop Echo took him on 
right then and there. 

It seemed as though Gilbert- 
son's luck would have to run out 
sometime—and for a while there 
it looked like it had. “In Septem- 
ber, after we had finished my 
album, [producer] Andrew 
Shaw’s place burned down,” 
Gilbertson explains. “The guy. 
above him died in the fire. Most o! 
the stuff in the house got ruined 
except the computers with the 
only copies of the album on it. 
There were a couple of weeks 
there where I was sweating quite 
a bit because I didn’t hear from 
him. I was checking my e-mail 10 
or 15 times a day, hoping to hear 
from him. 

“Maybe [the fact that my album 
was unharmed] just goes to show 
that the album was supposed to 
be made the way it was. But then 
again, I don’t really believe in fate 
and crap like that.” Gilbert paus- 
es, then laughs. “I think that was @ 
dumb thing to say.”

Walken’s allegedly brilliant per- 
formances from the ‘70s and ’80s 
(though one of my roommates has 
a copy of The Deer Hunter lying 
around, which I'll probably watch 
sooner or later). 

No, I know Christopher Walken 
from his loveable goofball roles, 
the roles that only require him to 
do “Walken shtick”: Blast From the 
Past, Wayne's World 2, Kangaroo 
Jack (hey, I saw it on a bus once— 
give me a break), and that Fatboy 
Slim video. Even the gold watch 
monologue in Pulp Fiction (“1 
wore this uncomfortable hunk of 
metal up my ass for two years...”) 
is sort of a winky, knowing per- 
formance. 

And that’s how my generation 
sees him. We love him because 
he’s always a bright spot in a bad 
movie, but I mean, is that the kind 
of legacy a great actor wants to 
leave? Hell, if the American Film 
Institute ever does one of those 
retrospective tributes to Walken, 
they'll have to leave out every- 
thing between 1995 and today. 
PM: Wow, are you trying to make 
me feel old? Find a stool, sonny, 
and pull it up to my rocking chair 
as | tell you about Christopher 
Walken in his prime. He was 
always a cold actor, it’s true, with 
a haunted, alien quality that direc- 
tors immediately pegged as per- 
fect for playing outsiders, villains 
and weirdoes—one of his earliest 
high-profile roles was as Diane 
Keaton’s creepy brother Dwayne 
in Annie Hall, delivering a classic 
Walken monologue about the 
impulse he feels, every time he 
drives at night, to swerve his car 
into the oncoming traffic. 

But he was also capable back 
then of playing more than psy- 
chos—in The Deer Hunter or The 
Dead Zone or in Jonathan 
Demme's great short film WhoAm 


I This Time? or even in a weird lit- 
tle picture like Communion, he's 
playing men who are, at heart, 
more or less “average guys” who 
find themselves in extraordinary 
circumstances. His character in 
The Dead Zone is even named 
“lohn Smith”—how much more 
Everymannish can you get? Part 
of the poignancy of Walken’s per- 
formances in those films is the 
way he suggests the normal guy 
trapped inside the tormented 
shell. Nowadays, Walken only 
seems to play people who were 
always nuts, and nuts in the same 
stylized, inscrutable way 

It's fascinating to hear you say 
your only awareness of Walken is 
as a comedian. Do you think 
you'd be able to bélieve Walken in 
a role as a normal human being? 
Or would you be too busy waiting 
for the gags? 

MH: Oh no, I think I could easily 
believe Walken in a “normal” role. 
Actually, I just remembered that I 
did see him as the reluctant psy- 
chic in The Dead Zone. But when I 
see him in a goofy role, I’m 
always aware that he’s playing 
shtick—though maybe that’s just 
because of the widespread popu- 
larity of Walken impersonations 
But yes, my primary knowledge 
of Walken is as walk-on relief in 
bad movies—as in, “Hey, it’s a 
Christopher Walken cameo! This 
film is now marginally less 
sucky!” 

What I’m really interested in is 
Walken’s motivation in taking all 
these goofy roles. Does he just not 
want to “act” anymore? Is he real- 
ly just interested in light-hearted 
fare and dancing in music videos? 
If so, that’s his prerogative, but it 
seems like he’s gone off the rails, 
giving a thumbs-up to any crappy 
script that drifts his way. It’s like 
if de Niro had done nothing but 
Meet the Parents and Analyze This’ 
for the last 20 years. 

The real question then, is, 
“What the hell is Christopher 
Walken thinking?” 

PM: My God, does anybody know 
what's going on inside that guy’s 
head? My best guess is that 

Walken’s notoriously indiscrimi- 
nate approach to choosing scripts 





is a holdover from his days as a 
hungry young New York stage 
actor. In that world, you're grate- 
ful to get cast in anything, and I 
get the feeling that Walken has 
never entirely shaken that super- 
stitious feeling that you should 
simply never turn down work 
This is a guy, after all, who went 
straight from his Oscar-nominated 
role as Leonardo DiCaprio’s dad 
in Steven Spielberg’s Catch Me If 
You Can (probably his best, most 
grounded recent performance) to 
a part in Kangaroo Jack 

And yet, unlike de Niro, people 

don’t seem to hold all those terri- 
ble movies against him. It proba- 
bly helps that he doesn’t take him- 
self at all seriously—he apparently 
once even tried pitching a Christo- 
pher Walken cooking show to 
MTV! (And wouldn’t you tune in 
every week to see Christopher 
Walken preparing lasagna?) I 
wouldn’t want to change that part 
of his personality—Walken’s sly 
sense of humour is part of what 
makes his work in films like True 
Romance, Pennies From Heaven and 
King of New York so special—but I 
guess I wish he could take himself 
just a little bit more seriously once 
in a while. It’s one thing to be a 
comedian; it’s quite another to 
deliberately turn yourself into a 
clown 

MH: | think people don’t hold 
these roles against Walken 
because he’s always been the out- 
sider, the weirdo, et cetera, even if 
he did play some “normal” roles. 
Sure, de Niro played Travis Bickle 
and Jake LaMotta, two less-than- 
heroic protagonists, but he was 
always a good-looking leading 
man. 

Maybe Walken gets away with 
his goofy throwaway roles for the 
same reason Steve Buscemi gets 
away with being in tripe like 
Armageddon and Mr. Deeds: he’s 
ugly, bug-eyed, and a little scary- 
looking, and people don’t have 
the same expectations of him they 
might have of a more “classical” 
great-American-actor type. 

Maybe Walken will get choosier 
as he gets older and starts think- 
ing about his legacy. Or maybe 
not. Maybe he’s just having a lark 
I'd like to see him get a little more 
serious too, but in the meantime, 
his presence always brightens the 
screen for me. After all, he still 
does the best damn Christopher 
Walken impersonation around.

Cries and whispers 


Ingmar Bergman was a Swede first, a filmmaker second 


bawdiness. These impressions of 
the man—and both seem equally 
compelling, however opposed— 
are, like many of assessments of 
his work, notable for one absence: 
Scandinavia. Besides occasional 
references to the chilliness of Swe- 
den (and, occasionally, to the 
attractiveness of Bergman's 
actresses), you don’t read much — 
about what it is about Scandinavia 
that produced an artist like this. 
Ina way, this is understandable 
since most of Swedish cinema 
doesn’t look anything like 


Bergman. On one side, of course, 
we have those softcore porno 
films so beloved of Playboy-read- 
ing sophisticates. And on the 
other hand, Bergman’s most 
prominent contemporary, Bo 
Widerberg, was a hard-nosed real- 
ist who made explicitly political 
films about Sweden’s underclass 
(1963's The Pram being his most 
famous). 

Bergman’s cinema was y 
vociferous in its rejection of both 
of these worldviews. Playful sexu- 
ality finds no purchase in his 





films; frequently sex was a pre- 
lude to betrayal, and was almost 
always fraught with the kind of 
anxiety that only the son of a 
Lutheran minister (as he was) 
could imagine. 

But politics are just as absent. 
Shame (1968) is the Bergman film 
that makes this clearest, a plainly 
autobiographical meditation 


about two artists (Max von Sydow 
and Liv Ullmann, naturally) living 


on an isolated island during a 
sudden invasion. (Bergman spent 
a lot of time in his home on the 
island of Faré, which is where he 
filmed Shame and where he died.) 
Who's at war? We don’t really 
know. What are they fighting 
about? Doesn't matter.

WELL, WHADDYA KNOW—IT IS 
possible to make a thinking man‘s 
Rambo. Werner Herzog—every- 
one’s favourite madman German 
director—would probably hiss if 
he heard me make that compari- 
son, but with Rescue Dawn he may 
well have redefined the whole ~ 
“Southeast Asia prison escape 
movie” genre. 

Rescue Dawn has all the same 
element as a Missing in Action. Ini- 
tial adjustment to the jungle, 
check. Capture by enemy forces, 
check. Creative torture, check. 
Starvation and insect eating, 
check. Sadistic guards, check. 
Crazy fellow inmates, check 
Overuse of machine guns to break 
out, check. Jingoistic music and 
rah-rah propaganda, che—wait, 
no check! And that’s the pleasant 
surprise in Rescue Dawn—it man- 
ages to bea story about human 
nature and the struggle to survive, 
not a political message in camou- 
flage fatigues. 

Christian Bale plays Dieter Den- 
gler, a U.S. Navy pilot who gets 
shot down during a classified mis- 
sion over Laos in 1965. Herzog 
has told Dengler’s story before, in 
his 1997 documentary for German 
television, Little Dieter Needs to Fly. 
Unfortunately, Little Dieter proba- 
bly didn’t need to crash and burn 
on his very first mission, but 
them’s the breaks. Good thing he 
heckled his way through the 
“How to Survive in the Jungle” 
training film on his aircraft carrier 
before he took off. 

But Dieter does okay, at least 
until the local faction of the Viet 
Cong picks him up. Then it’s 
wham, bam, thank you for hang- 
ing me upside down with a hor- 
net’s nest shoved against my face, 
ma‘am. His cockiness starts to 
fade a little, particularly when 
he’s tied, spreadeagled, to stakes 
in the ground while curious vil-

lagers look on. Confused that they 
don’t seem to understand his 
requests, he almost blushes when 
he confesses that he has to go to 
bathroom. Like they care. 

It’s almost a relief when he 
arrives at the handful of huts they 
call a prison. And this is where the 
movie starts to really unfold and 
deepen, thanks to some fine 
scenery-chewing by fellow cap- 
tives “Eugene from Eugene” (Jere- 
my Davies) and Duane (Steve 
Zahn). Davies (perhaps best 
remembered as the cowardly 
translator Upham in Saving Private 
Ryan) wins the “most weight lost 
for a part” contest and is uncom- 
fortable to watch, not just because 
of his wild-eyed Charles Manson 
impersonation. Zahn is as far as 
he can get from his Happy, Texas 
days, and it’s a delight to see him 
finally getting a role that allows 
him to stretch. 

I'd hate to be Christian Bale’s 
endocrinologist. He seems deter- 
mined to pick roles that force him 
to lose frightening amounts of 
weight, then bulk back up again 
for something else. In Rescue 
Dawn, he’s revisits the airplane 
infatuation of his youthful Empire 
of the Sun days, but this time his 
blank stares are replaced by cock- 
sure grins and a genuine desire to 
keep his friends’ spirits up while 


not giving up. Bale here is missing 
a little of finesse he’s shown in 
movies like The Prestige or Ameni- 
can Psycho, but there’s no doubt 
that he is fearless in his choice of 
roles. 

For a movie where we pretty 
much already know the ending, 
Herzog is surprisingly successful 
at maintaining suspense. He’s 
always been a storyteller at heart 
whether he’s making a documen- 
tary (Wings of Hope) or narrative 
film (Aguirre: The Wrath of God, 
Fitzcarraldo). His frequent use of 
handheld cameras personalizes 
Dieter's journey for us, bringing 
us uncomfortably close to the 
action. The refreshing lack of 
sweeping music allows the jun- 
gle’s music to come to life, sur- 
rounding us as densely as it did 


~Dieter. In the hands of a different 


team, this could have turned into 
a stock prison breakout movie, all 
brawn and no brains. But Herzog 
makes it a tale of courage in the 
face of futility without shoving 
flags up Dieter's backside as part 
of the prison torture. 

Dieter Dengler remains the only 
American to successfully break 
out of a Laotian prison. Werner 
Herzog remains the only non- 
American to successfully break 
out of the genre.

nationalism and, finally, no real 
connection between men and 
women, and thus no real joy in 
the sex they had been having. 
There was only shame. 

The fact was that Bergman had 
rejected two crucial elements of 
postwar Scandinavian culture— 
liberalized morality (embodied by 
open attitudes towards sex) and a 
belief in progress (embodied by 
social democratic politics)—with- 
out any sense at all of what might 
form an alternative. Indeed, he 
was painfully aware that there was 
no viable alternative. Defined by 
these apparently empty promises 
of modernity, all Bergman’s char- 
acters really had was soul-killing 
materialism. Persona (1966)—for 
me the ultimate Bergman film— 
makes this clear, with its vision of 
a young nurse (Bibi Andersson) 
who is sweet but painfully 
unaware of the comfortable mid- 


dle-class emptiness at her centre 
and an older actress (Liv Ull- 
mann), who is so aware of that 
emptiness at her own (and really 
everyone's) that she’s struck 
dumb. There is something very 
important about Scandinavia 
being hashed out here, a medita- 
tion on the way a society has put 
its collective faith in immediate, 
material reality without really 
understanding what it had aban- 
doned in order to do so. The nos- 
talgia of Fanny and Alexander 
(1982), with its memories of famil- 
ial solidarity (which is never fully 
shattered, even by the inevitable 
death of loved ones) only solidi- 
fies this vision. 

Was there, then, something con- 
servative about this most celebrat- 
ed voice of 1960s cinema? I 
wouldn't go that far. But like his 
contemporary Michelangelo Anto- 
nioni (who, by an insane coinci- 
dence, died a day later), Bergman 
was a merciless chronicler of the 
emptiness that the postwar boom 
had brought to his society, and 
was all the more merciless for the 





incredibly beauty of his images. 
These images implicated his view- 
er, and himself, in the barrenness. 
His images, along with his actors, 
let Bergman say that he knew that 
you found this lovely, just like he 
did, and that you were rudderless, 
just like he was, but that you 
wanted to believe that beauty can 
somehow redeem darkness, just 
like he did.

MORE THAN USUAL, I WAS 
looking forward to seeing Sun- 
shine—not just because the 
advance buzz on director Danny 
Boyle’s latest collaboration with 
screenwriter Alex Garland (The 
Beach, 28 Days Later) touted it as a 
rare example of thoughtful science 
fiction, but because it was so sti- 
flingly hot outside, I would have 
paid $10 to go sit in a big air-con- 
ditioned room with no film show- 
ing in it at all. 

My dreams were dashed when | 
arrived at the Garneau and the 
sign on the door apologized for 


heart of the dying sun, thereby 
reigniting it and preventing a 
looming Ice Age on Earth. As they 
get within a few million miles of © 
their destination, all that keeps 
them from being vaporized by 
solar radiation is a massive golden 
shield and some suffocating 
spacesuits. In other words, not 
quite the escape from the heat I 
was hoping for. 

And Sunshine isn’t quite the 
thoughtful science fiction film I 
was hoping for either, although 
the first hour or so does lead you 
to believe it’s heading in the direc 
tion of Kubrick’s 2001: A Space 
Odyssey or Tarkovsky’s Solaris 
Sunshine opens on the crew of the 
Icarus IT 16 months into their mis- 
sion to reignite the sun with a big-

the theatre’s lack of A/C. Oh well, 
| thought, an ice-cold beverage 
and the chilly eternity of outer 
space should keep me cool for the 
duration of the film.

If you're not like me, you've read 
up on Sunshine and already know 
that the film is about an interna- 
tional crew of astronauts on a mis- 
sion to fire a nuclear payload the 
size of Manhattan Island into the 


ass bomb. Spacious though the 
Icarus II may be—it even has a 
lush “oxygen garden” where 
plants kick out 02 and the ship’s 
botanist (Michelle Yeoh) grows 
vegetables—there’s still some 
intense claustrophobia and other 
psychological difficulties to be 
dealt with. In short order it 
becomes clear there's no love lost 
between Capa (Cillian Murphy), 


the physicist who designed the 
bomb, and Mace (Chris Evans), 
the ship’s engineer. Further pres- 
sures weigh on the astronauts: the 
first Icarus Mmussion disappeared 
without a blip seven years earlier 
and the bomb strapped to Icarus I 
contains all the fissile material left 
on Earth, so if this explosion 
doesn't kickstart the sun, there 
won't be any do-overs 

As they near their destination 
the communications officer (Troy 
Garity) picks up the first Icarus 
distress beacon. Amidst dissent 
the stoic captain (Hiroyuki Sana- 
da) decides the first Icarus’ nuclear 
payload is worth rescuing, but 
Icarus Il is damaged as it changes 
course—the beginning of a series 
of calamities that jeopardize the 





crew and its vital mission 

You can tell right off the bat 
that Sunshine is not your average 
outer space adventure by the way 
it foregrounds what most science 
fiction uses as a backdrop—the 
surreal, stifling atmosphere of a 
ship in deep space. Ably abetted 
by cinematographer Alwin Kuch- 
ler, Boyle patiently evokes the 
awe and terror any normal person

to take him on as an apprentice 
that his life’s work becomes 
apparent. Soon he’s at the very 
centre of French perfume-mak- 
ing—the town of Grasse—where 
his keen appreciation of female 
odour kicks into overdrive. 

Like a protagonist out of a par- 
ticularly grisly EC Comics plot, 
Grenouille has been turning the 
corpses of his victims into per- 
fume in an attempt to alchemize 
the smell that so tantalizes him— 
he tabs virginal Laura (Rachel 
Hurd-Wood) as the final ingredi- 
ent in his grim fragrance; mean- 
while, her father (Alan Rickman), 
sensing that his daughter is in 
danger, desperately trying to keep 
her alive by spiriting her out of 
the city. 

The acting is uniformly okay in 


hair. Tykwer thankfully never 
hammers the underlying symbo!- 
ism—that Grenouille can only kill 
to take the smells he so loves, a 
fact that casts his deadened exis- 
tence cast into stark relief—but * 
the film’s ending may just be a 
touch on the histrionic side. 

Perfume is at heart an expensive 
art film—at times, it feels like 
something Peter Greenaway 
might make if he were given $60 
million and instructions to film a 
hit or else. As repulsive as some 0! 
the subject matter is, this is a 
sumptuous film to watch, if at 
times hard to appreciate. At just 
over two and a half hours, Perfume 
often staggers under the weight 0! 
its own pretensions, but it ulti- 
mately holds together nicely. And 
that’s likely more a testament to 
Tykwer’s skills as a filmmaker 
than the script or acting.
